The contract is to provide original equipment manufacturer parts and repair services for the 458 City-owned Chevrolet
light-duty vehicles and trucks. The parts and repair services will be used to supplement the repairs performed by Fleet
Service Technicians at Fleet Service Centers to ensure the continuity of fleet services to City departments.

The current contract expires May 16, 2016 with no remaining options. A contract is needed to ensure parts and repair
services are available to minimize delays in the maintenance and repairs for vehicles. If the Cityis unable to enter into a
contract, Fleet services will not have a reliable and continuous source for purchasing parts and repair services for
Chevrolet light duty vehicles and trucks. In addition, the purchase of parts and repair services will be on an as-needed
basis at open market costs which are typically higher than contract pricing.
